This buying and selling of human 
beings is the root of the evil, and if we wish to try to 
achieve a rea! good, let us prevent the wars of the native 
chieis, and promote a reguldted emigrativa from the 
African coast.

„ ARRIVAL OF THE ARCTIC EXPLORING 
YACHT FOX. 

Sournaurrox, Nov. 23ap, Eveninc.—The celebrated 
exploring Arctic yacht Fox, Captain Allen Young, 
arrived in Portland roads, this evening, from the coasts 
of the Falloe Islands, Iceland, and Greenland, where she 
has been engaged surveying the route for the proposed 
North Atlantic Telegraph. The severity of the season 
in the North regions has been greater this year than 
has been experienced for twenty years past. The Fox 
remained in Greenland till the Ath November, 
when winter had fairly set in. She succeeded 
in examining and sounding the fords on the south 
coast, and proving the practicability for the reception of 
the cable.

Doe Hosrrrat ty Conx.— A new feature in veterinary 
practice, as carried out hitherto in this country, has 
been introduced by the Mesers. Olden, of Winthrop- 
street, by the formation of an hospital for dogs, which 
they have recently fitted up with every appliance which 
modern science could suggest for the cure of disease, 
By many persons veterinary science is supposed to be 
limited to equine treatment ; whereas, in its scientific 
and more extended sense, it includes the pathology and 
cure of the diseases of all animals, and may be defined 
as the application of medical and surgical science to 
animal treatment. Canine disease is as varied, and 
requires as careful an application of scientific priuciples, 
as the maladies of the human frame, and in Eugland and 
France hospitals, specially fitted up for dogs, attended 
by diplomatists of the veterinary colleges, have been for 
some years in operation with most beneficial results as 
regards the cure of disease. In Ireland the Messrs. 
Oiden have been the first to introduce this interesting 
department of veterinary practice, being induced to it 
by frequent applications from the owners of valuable 
dogs for remedial treatment against some of the multi- 
form llnesses to which they are liable. Mesers. Oiden’s 
hospital is a comfortable, well-ventilated apartment, 
furnished with five beds, the temperature being k pt up 
by a stove, and regulated with a thermometer to th 
proper curative standard, Yesterday, when our reporter 
visited it, there was but ove patient, some others which 
had previously occupied beds having been discharged 
cured a short time before. Theonly remaining occu- 
pant, a valuable hound, was suffering from an acute 
attach of St. Vitus’s dance, which, however, was Al: 
ready much abated by the treatment and medicios he 
had received.—Cork Paper.

ment which had for its object the 
lives of the citizens from fire. (Hear, hear 

Dr. Daniell, and S. D. Doagal, Eg. C. E., were appoint- 
ed. honorary secretaries to the meeting. 

Dr. Daniell stated that about a week ago 
Mr. Dougal and he had had a casual meet- 
ing, at which they discussed the feasibility of 
being able to organise in Dublin, a society similar 
to thatso Jong and so successfully established in Lon- 
don, for the preservation of life from fire. (Hear, hear.) 
He might mention, in the first instance, that this society 
was supported solely by voluntary contributions. It 
was independent of the corporation and of the police 
force. (Hear, hear.) It was wholly independent, 


also, of the London Fire Brigade. The London 
Society had only one object in view—namely. 
the preservation of human life. They had at 


resent 73 fire-escapes, located in different ons of 
as close and convenient to each as was 
consistent with an advantageous distribution of them 
over so large an area. He held a map in his hand 
which showed, by a red dot, the locus in quo of each fire 
escape station. There was an experienced conductor 
in charge of each escape during the night, and 
the moment he received information of a fire he 
was obligated to proceed to it, and to render 
all the assistance in his power. In order to make these 
men careful in the performance of their duties, prizes 
were annually awarded, and last year over £200 were 
expended in this way for meritorious conduct. These 
78 fire-escapes were supervised by four inspectors, whose 
duty it was to visit the stations alternately each night 
in the week, to see that the men Were at their posts, and 
that the escapes were in working order. Unless each 
fire-escape was kept in perfect order, and located. 
within a convenient distance, it was utterly useless 
(Hear, hear.) It was also necessary that it should 
be worked by men who thoroughly understood 
its management. (Hear, hear.) His colleague and he 
had waited that morning on Sir E. to ask him 
to take the chair at that important and influential 
meeting, but he declined to do so, in consequence of his 
impression being that the police force of Dublin has the 
power to provide fire-escapes. They thought it better 
to go to head-quarters at once, when they heard this 
opinion expressed by Sir E. Grogan, and accordingly 
they had an interview with Mr. O’Ferrall and 
Colonel Lake. Both these functionaries distinctly 
informed them that the lice authorities had 
not even power to form a fire brigade, much less to 
procure fire-escapes ; nor did these gentlemen seem in- 
clined to take upon themselves any responsibility on the 
subject. (Hear, hear.) They (the hon. secretaries) 
accordingly waited on several citizens who had promised 
the most cordial assistance and co-operation. (Hear, 
hear.) Bach of the London fire-escapes cost £60. They 
were constructed on the very best models, having copper 
gauzes on the backs of them, to prevent them from 
taking fire. The maintenance of each escape cost about 
£80 per annum ; but the cost in Dublin would not 
be so much; £70 would be ample, according to the 
calculations they had made, for the yearly maintenance, 
of each escape in proper and efficient order. (Hear 
hear.) The secretary of the London Society, had in- 
formed him that the conductors were allowed from 20s 
to 25s a week. The corporation, it appeared, had no 
legal power to provide fire-escapes, and even if they 
had, óm | they would be better managed if sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions, (Hear, hear.) 

In reply to the chairman, 

Dr. Daniell stated that he considered 
12 fire-escapes would de sufficient for the 
city. They had better, however, make a be- 
ginning with four. He might mention that 94 lives 
were saved last year by means of the London fire- 
escapes. One of the rules which the London Society 
had in operation was, that upon the conductor re- 
ceiving information of a fire, he should procure the as- 
sistance of three men, police-constabies if possible. 

Mr. Malley observed, that the engine-keeper in each 
parish, who usually had at his command on emergen-~ 
cies two or three handy men,“ might fill the situa- 
tion of conductor. 

The Chairman said that there could be but one 
opinion as to the desirability of procuring fire-escapes, 
but it was a matter for consideration whether it would 
pot be better to urge upon the Corporation the advisa- 
bility of procuring an Act of Parliament to enable them 
to do so, or whether the matter should be left to private 
enterprise, Voluntars contributions, generally speaking, 
went on very satisiactorily for a couple of years; but 
alter that they miserably jailed. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Dougal, Hon. Sec., said he was happy to see by 
the public papers that St. Mary's parish had deter- 
mined to take active steps in this matter, Mr. Frazer 
bad informed him he would be happy to contribute to 
the funds of the society which they were about to 
establish the sum of £60, provided the escape was kept 
in the parish, 

Mr. Frazer—No; I said. 1 would guarantee that 
amount; but, of course, I am ready and anxious to con- 
tribute myself individually. (Hear, hear.) 

The Chairman said that in St. Anne's parish they 
could raise, in a moment's nate the amount necessary 
fur the purchase of a fire-escape, 

Mr. Dougal observed that the London Society com- 
menced with only 6 escapes, and that now they had 
upwards of 70. They raised annually, by voluntary 
contributions, upwards of £8,000 a year, and if they had 
contributions to the extent of 41,000 a year in Dublin 
the citizens would be provided with ample means for the 
pro ection of their lives in the case of fire. (Hear.) 

Mr. Acheson suggested that they should at once pro- 
ceed to pass resolutions affirming the necessity ol es- 
tablishing an organisation for the protection of life from 
fire. 
Mr. Malley was of opinion that preliminary discussion 
of the objects of the society, and of the means by which 
it was determined to carry them out, was advantageous 
tor the successful promotion of the movement they had 
in view. (Hear, hear,) He was perfectly convinced 
that an effectual movement could be at once set on foot, 
which was based upon preservation, the first law of 
human nature. (Hear, hear.) In reference to the ob- 
servation of the chairman, he did not think it was ad- 
visable to postpone action on this matter until they 
procured an Act of Parliament. The recent me- 
lancholy occurrence in Kildare~street had so aroused 
public apathy that, considering the volatile and 
enthusiastic disposition of the Irish people, it 
would be, perhaps, inadvisable to lose the present fa- 
vourable opportunity which had arisen for carrying out 
their views. (Hear, hear.) He presumed the suggestion 
of the chairman mainly referred to the procuring ot a 
public act, by which the Corporation would be enabled 
to levy a tax for the eflicient organisation and estab- 
lishment of a fire brigade; but that meeting should not 
be inactive in the meantime, for he was quite certain 
that the citizens of Dublin would be found willing and 
anxious, even in the absence of any legislative enactment, 
to forward the praiseworthy objects of such a society. 
(Hear, hear.) The Mendicity Institution had been in 
existence many years, and it was entirely supported by 
voluntary contributions. That institution was of great 
importance to the city, but the society, the laying of the 
foundation stone of which bad been so happily and pres- 
perously inaugurated, was of scarcely less importance, 
and was equally deserving ot publicsympathy and sup- 
port. (Lear, hear). 

Mr. Frazer proposed the resolution, to the effect— 
“That the late fire in Kildare-street, which was 
attended with such melancholy loss of life, demanded 
the co-operation of the Irish public in the for- 
mation of a society to prevent, as far as possible, the 
recurrence of such a scene as was witnessed on that occa- 
sion.” He was of opinion that sucha society as was 
contemplated would exercise a salutary check over the 
engine-keepers of the various parishes, and would have 
the effect of preventing that confusion and obstruction to 
the public authorities which were invariably to be 
witnessed at fires. They hada fire-engine in Mary's 
parish, which cost £500, and upwards of £100 a year to 
maintain it, but it was disgraceful to sce oceasionally the 
adventitious aid which was resorted to in order to 
get it into working order. The society would be a great 
su xiliary to the parish establishments and he knew 
of no citizen who was so niggardiy as to refuse to give 
nis proportionate contribution towards an object which 
was so weritorious. (Hear, hear.) Ile would not limit 
the subseription to any particular amount, but would 
leave it open to the citizens of all classes to assist in 
stablishing a society which had its origin in a wise an 
prudent determination, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Shaw seconded the resolution, which, being put 
from the chair, wasunanimously adopted. 

Mr, Eason proposed the next resolution— That the 
funds for the organisation and conducting of this society 
ve raised by donations, and voluntary contributions to 
ve raised in the usual manner.” He observed that he 
was intimately acquainted with the working of the 
London Society, and, although ite funds were entirely 
raised by voluntary contribuvions, he could assure the 
meeting the public exhibited on all occasions the 
utmost willingness to support it. (Hear, hear.) It was 
no uncommon thing to see most respectable traders sub- 
scribing such a small sum as five shillings ; and if the 
subscriptions were not limited to any partiticular sum 
they would find that there would be an annual income 
derived from the generosity of the public upon which 
they could rely as stable. (Hear, hear.) They might, 
also, with certainty rely upon co-operation and support 
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ot insurance offices commensurate with the extent of 


the interest they had at stake. (Hear, hear.) Private 


contributions had not failed in Eugland, and he had no 
doubt but the same would be the case in Dublin, if - 
a few energetic men, undeterred by temporary diffi- 
culties, would put their shoulders to the wheel, and 
determine to carry out the project they had in view. 
(Hear, hear.) 


Mr. J. H. Curry seconded the resolution, He was
